There were rumors that a French 
fleet wgs coming up the St; EawTence and the 
garrison knew that If the French arrived first 
nothing could prevent the lass of Quebec, but 
to their great delight Captain Deane reported 
tbat his frigate was the forerunner of an English 
fleet from Halifax.

The first volume, which I reviewed at 
aocne length about a year ago. wa* hailed by 
leading critics tha ’world over as one ot she 
great personal and historical documents of our 
age. a record and an interpretation by the second 
most important manipulator of events which 
shook the world. For an egotist. Trotsky ha# 
shown great self-control in not playing up un¬ 
duly hi* own prominent port In the revolution: 
when he refers to himself, when, for instance, he 
quotes a speech delivered by himself at a Soviet 
congress, he doe* not us* * , L” he writes that 
."Trotsky" said so and so. Nor does Trotsky yield 
to the temptation to pour out tho Ytala o! hie 
wrath upon Stalin who supplanted him and sent 
him into exile He doe. not hesitate to emicire 
hie arch-enemy , pollcle, .nit brand, him u «n 
opportunist, a akulket. and an Intrtfuer. but he 
crlUettea him with no more heat than he shows 
in pointing out the weakeneaeea of Kerensky. He 
rises to bis h If heat emotional tone m describing 
the capture ot the winter palace end the first 
congress , of tbe Sorlet (Hct.tor.hlp In these 
chapter,. It le Interesting to note then one of hie 
principal source, foe Lot or motion la an American 
journalist, John Heed. In a reference to this 
observer. Trotsky anya that Reed knew how to 
soe end hear, and haa left “an immortal book 
of chronicler - , note* of the days of the October 
revolution " He quote, from this writer re¬ 
peatedly In his detailed account of what happened 
m those eventful days which saw the triumph 
of tha Boliheyik insurrection.

npROT 8 KY DOES not aay anything In this 
A history about th* reign of terror that he and 
his associates inaugurated subsequent to their 
seizure of supreme power. Very dUcrefQy be de¬ 
clines to pull back that blood-stained curtain. 
In Ms concluding chapter, however, he refers to 
those terrible years in which his name and that 
of Lenin wer* cursed throughout tbe world. He 
declares that the Soviet regime has .been oper¬ 
ating leas than two decade*: It has not had time 
to Justify Its existence. Were tbe sufferings of 
the Russian people, th* awful sacrifices during 
th* lost sixteen years worth while?

S OME tested methods to fit elderly *pereons foe 
th* speeded tempo of modern life, and to thus 
better their chances to stay self-supporting and 
content, are offered by Dr. Uliien J. Martin and 
Clare de Orachy in "Sweeping the Oobweba," pub¬ 
lished by Macmillan.

"From a purely economic point of view It la 
bad business to regard workers as ’ready for the 
•crap heap at forty, fifty, or any other arbitrarily 
aet age." they write. "They should be allowed to 
rgmaln at work aa long as they are worthy of 
their hire. *

B Y THIS TIME, probably, your friends have 
already urged you to red "Let the Hurricane 
Roar." by Roee Wilder Lane. About all this 
reviewer can do 1 m add hi* voice to the ’general 
cborug. "Let the Hurricane Roar" la a fine book. 

^Simple bore of ornament, it tells of 

pioneer life to tha weat. 

A boy of twenty and a girl of sixteen, newly 
married, ride over the prairies in search of a 
homestead. They have with them thlr horses 
and wagon, a few blanket*, an ax and a rifle, a. 
plough, a stove, a little food.—and youth and 
unbounded h 6 pe. 

Out on the prairie, mile* from th# Jumping 
off place, they take up their homestead. They 
build their sod house with their own hands, 
plant their broad acres with wheat, dig an ex¬ 
cavation for th# frame house that i s to rise aa 
ibfrn a* thFf^TSNfHrYir“Jffdap«r.

Even Literary Great 
Made Mistakes 

r IE CLASSIC authors were not always perfect 
grammarians, and even Noah Webster, author 
of the monumental dictionary, some times got him¬ 
self hopelessly entangled to word*, tense# end 
phrases of extraordinary ambiguity, according to 
Dr. ftank Vleetelly. lexicographer. 

A few of the authors who occasionally did the 
wrong things with words, according to Dr. Vise- 
telly. were Jan* Austen, Rudyard Kipling, George 
Moore. Robert Bridges and Lord Dunaany. 

Dr. Viaeteily wa* inclined to bk tolerant toward 
Xfrpum tar written. ‘"Dir Lumwu and th» 

shouting dies" (a plural subject with a verb in the 
singular), admit gag that a* an artist Kipling had 
that privilege. But Noah Webster, a fellow- 
lexicographer. he wa* more exacting. He flatly 
denounced Webster's sentence: "A fundamental 
mistake of the Americans has been tbat they con¬ 
sidered the Revolution aa completed when It wa* 
Just begun" *a a hopeless Jumble of part and 
present tense#"

P ’’HAIL AND FAREWELL" Oeorge Moore wrote: 

. Every one of those belong to the Middle Ages" 
(Kipling’s mistake to reveres) and In "The Brook 
Kerih." “A man laying her* with foam on hi* 
lips " Both were, inexcusable. Dr. Vlxetelly pointed 
out. because they would have been more artistic 
If written correctly. 

Lord Dunaany once wrote that he had "never 
known aojong. . , . who achieved style in their 
first piece of work." while Jane Austen, years be¬ 
fore. declared "there is not one In a hundred who 
la not taken to when they marry." Sometime* 
Dr. Vise telly corrected the mistake and told how 
It should have been written, at other times be 
simply 1 st It pass, without comment, as beyond 
repair. 

Dr. Vlzetellj. In listing some of his verbal 
prejudices, grew particularly acrid over th* word 

" em e r ge" A man never come* from a room, 

nowadays, be sold: be emerge*. Others were 

•‘meticulous." "quite" and "awfully." But he said 
a good word for slang, voicing the theory that 
dead languages are dead because they have no 
slang to "vivify” them. 

"Slang.” he said, "haa something snappy about. 
It that seem* to fit, and It Is fairly well under¬ 
stood throughout the English-speaking world.’* 

• • • • 

B UT TO tbe purist, he admitted, all things era 
impure. "Sortie newspaper editors," he said, 
"still shed tears over split Infinitives and preposi¬ 
tions at the end of sentences ’ But an infinitive 
la sometimes more forceful when split, h* de¬ 
clared. Some of the eplittera of tofinltlvee he 
mentioned were Shakespeare. Detoe. Dr. Johnson, 
Byron, Coleridge. Matthew Arnold and Browning. 

"Ifa me" was also defended as evidence tbat w* 
have outgrown the middle English "It am I." He 
said purists wasted time quibbling over trifles 
while ’’the survival of gender in modern languages 
la at lean aa troublesomeNnd meaningless as the 
orthographical complexities against which the re¬ 
formers of spelUng Inveigh." 

He expreseed wonder st the fact that "women 
who are usually so careful In their use of words 
as to assure themselves the right to the last one. 
are so easily satisfied with a permanent wave that 
lasts only six months.”' Mainly, though, he 
dwelled oit the "trickiness" of words, illustrating 
the idea with humorous stories ‘They aay she’s 
good for half a million"—"Say, I’d be good for a 
Quarter of that." was one of them.

Connell Decides Forrester Coal “Fossil” Is cNot ^art Of Dinosaur; 
Tin is Arpa of World Was In Volcanics When Great ^Reptiles Reigned 


F ROM time to time my attention Is celled td 
objects which have been found In rock material 
and which ore thought by the finders to be fossils, 
•hat la to say, remains of living creatures of some 
•ort or other that have lived in the past on the 
earth. I am always pleased to express my opinion 
on such objects for what it la worth, for. although 
many of them prove on examination to be some¬ 
thing other than their finders expected, it is ex¬ 
tremely important In the interests of science that 
no evidence of past life should be overlooked The 
search for fossils and their investigation with re-, 
lation to their place in world-history, which in¬ 
cludes. of course, their identification and classifi¬ 
cation. la an Indispensable part of geology, it la 
also of the greatest value In mining operations, 
particularly In relation to coal and oil. Fossil* 
an tha supreme key to the succession of geologi¬ 
cal periods. Thus, for example, there Is In West¬ 
ern Washington a formation of sedimentary rock 
3 000 fast thiak or more in which up fossils have 

could 

not be determined and a few microscopic or¬ 
ganisms. Therefore its exact age is uncertain, al¬ 
though it la known to be older than the middle 
Tertiary because Mlocens sediments overlie it. 
Without fossils only guesses can be made, guesses 
based on the character of the sandstone*, shales, 
etc., of which It la composed, and their degree ot 
alteration, a “very Insecure basis.'* as Dr. Weaver 
of the University of Washington eay*. 

• • • • 

O F LAT* several persona have come serose In 
their domestic coal supply brought rrom the 
Nanaimo coal beds, pieces of wood which as 
branches or sterna have retained something of 
their original shape and thus attract a tt e n tio n . 
None of them that 1 have seen has any value as 
a foaell because of the Impossibility of pacific 
identification. Such occurrences of fossil wood aa 
at Jogglns, Nova flcotle. have world-wide celebrity. 
There they occur as the trunks of trees still stand¬ 
ing where they grew with their roots in the under¬ 
clay below the ooal-seams. From the nature of 
coal. Its aaeme do not make good fields for fossil 
collection. The vegetable material from which 
coal la formed has been collected In swamps or 
estuaries, either growing where it Is found or 
being brought there by rivers. As F. W. Clarke 
says: “The vegetation waa of many kinds—trees, 
ferns, sedges, moaeea. etc.—and these si I contrib¬ 
uted variously to the formation of the future coal. 
As the vegetation died It underwent a partial 
decay and was burled under successive layers, 
either of matter like itself or else of sediments like 
clay. In that way It waa protected from complete 
atmospheric oxidation, and at tha earns time sub¬ 
jected to a gradually Increasing pressure and 
donbtlaas to some heat generated thereby 
The slow decay of the burled s ubet s net s is tha 


essential thing to consider.** In spite of this 
rhamipai change it is remarkable how the plant 
structure is preserved Although it is not in cost 
A net one looks for fossils ordinarily, thin sections 
of coal examined under the microscope commonly 
reveal the texture of wood and the spores of 
various plants. In the words of Dr- Orsbsu. pro¬ 
fessor 6f Palaeontology, Columbia University, 
"generally no trace of organic matter is recognlx- * 
able, except under tha microscope" In bituminous 
coals, such as our Island ones 
• • • • 

T HERE is thus a strong improbability that the 
object found by C. H. Forrester of Finisyeon 
Street in a lump of coal a fortnight or so ago Is 
a foaall bone whether of dinosaur or of any other 
animal, and this Is borne out by examination. 
Mr. Forrester very kindly showed me his find. 
There Is a rough resemblance ur what is known aa 
the neural spine of a vertebra, a thin piece of 
bon« rising above the arch pierced by a cavity 
through which the spinal cord passes. At the base 
of this in the specimen is an area some two inches 
square covered with cracks iuch as are caused by 
contraction from beat, and that hast has been in 
some way applied to the piece of coal la shown 
by the fact that both the eplne-llke projection 
fifiH Adjoining the bam oI~lk .have, beta- 
converted into coke, softer but otherwise differing 
little from ordinary coke such aa the»gas com¬ 
pany supplies to Its customers. Just how this 
piece of coal became thus coked 1 am not prepared 
to eay. but In the Comox coal beds, according to 
the government geologists., the trsneformaUon of 
coal into coke has taken place where the mams 
have been cut by intrusions of dscite-porphyry. 
an Igneous rock. It may be that this mode of 
besting is responsible for the coking of Mr. For¬ 
rester's piece of coal which comes from the 
Nanaimo field; but so far aa I know no igneous 
rocks cutting the coal seams of that field have 
been observed. 

I have examined a portion of the supposed 
vertebra under the microscope, but no rMHiibl a ti e * 
to bone structure can I find. Furthermore. It la 
difficult to tee how a? piece of bone could be 
changed Into such coke, since bone treated In the 
isme manner as wood in the process of charcoal¬ 
making yields an animal charcoal with only one 
part of carbon to nine parte of other mineral 
matter, chiefly phosphate of' lime. Coke contains 
the nonvolatile matter of the original coal, and an 
average Wellington coal contains 0.1 part# of ash 
to 40 35 parts of fixed carbon. Carbon Is not a 
replacing substance; it Is either there first and 
last, or not at all. The carbon of a plant or a 
bona la there in Urn first place, and the proems of 
carbonisation Is simply that of driving off the 
volatile accompaniments and leaving the fixed • 
carbon behind. The amount of carbon in bone 
would leave vary little malarial for coke.

rpHE GEOGRAPHICAL distribution of dinoeeur j 
1 and other ancient reptihantaiKaina makes this 
a not very likely place for their discovery They 
occur in rocks of Jurassic. Trlassie, and Cretaceous 
age. and almost wholly in the area from the At- | 


lantie states to the foothills of the Rockies. So 
far as I know very few reptilian fossil# have been 
found on the Keltic dope. This may be explained 
by the history of the two areas. While tha region 
Mat tf the Rockws. with. the. exception of the 
Arctic to Oulf of Mexico belt and oertatn smaller 
Areas, was dry land, the Pacific region was during 
these three periods frequently Inundated by the 
sea. and during Trlasalc and Jurassic times was 
the seat of violent and persistent volcanic activity. 
Thus of 15.000 feet of Upper Tr lassie rock along 
the Pacific provinces and states, nearly 12.000 feet 
is eruptive In origin, lavas and volcanic ash. On 
Vancouver Island the moat universal rdfck la vol¬ 
canic and originated In this period, extending 
from the seashore to the summits of our loftiest 
mountains. During the Cretaceous when volcanic 
activity somewhat lessened the Invasions of the 
sea continued. In the latter or upper part of the 
period what la now Vancouver Island with Puget 
Sound on one side and the Queen Charlotte 
Islands on the other lay in a mere or less sub¬ 
merged trough between the Oogst Range and the 
mountainous land-mesa to the west, now gone. 
As compared with the east, conditions aeem to 
have been unfavorable to the monstrous reptilian 
races. To Judge by the foaall remains. It la lees 
true of the Pacific Coast ot those a 4*J* than of the 
Atlantic and Oulf of Mexico border* and of the 
Orest Plains region, that the “seas of Cretaceous 
time, as well as the lands, continued to be domin¬ 
ated by reptiles " In spite of the immense amount 
of geologlo work done on the sedimentary rocks of 
the Pacific Coast comparatively little has yet been 
found at the characteristic animals of the Rep¬ 
tilian Age. and this although the rocks of these 
three periods have been pretty thoroughly ex¬ 
plored for metal, oil and ooal What reknalns 
have been found occur in marina sediments and 
belong to sea-swimming reptiles. 


M EANWHILE. I hope all my friends will keep on 
the look-out for fossils, especially in sand¬ 
stone and shale. Nature sharpens our wife by 
often presenting to our observation objects that 
resemble astonishingly other objects in the pltnt 
and animal worlds we are familiar with. Who 
that baa first looked on a moss-agate has hesi¬ 
tated about ascribing the delicate branching 
within the transparent silica to a real moa*. en¬ 
closed and forever preserved, just as flies are 
found shut up In a piece of amber from the North 
Sea shore? Som e times the mosey structure occurs 
on the outer surface of a rock where it simulate* 
in Its black or brown coloration a foaall plant 
What we aw la really a mineral imitation of the 
fro*ty filagree of a winter window-pane, the result 
of the adding of crystal to crystal. Cloy concre¬ 
tions gro very frequently mistaken for fossil* 
though they look even more like the work of some 
human artificer. The holes that when In great 
numbers produce the honeycombing of our Creta¬ 
ceous sandstones and are one of the result* of 
weathering are easily attributed to boring animal* 
though the resemblance is only superficial. And 
there are many markings and combination* of 


tqarking* on rocks that suggest the skeleton or 
part of it of some fish, bird or beast. 

S OMETIMES, these . { oea i l r Uk e fthjjcu bocomc 
centres ot controversy. One of the most 
famous instances' Is that of what le fcndwn Id. 
the geologies! world as Eoeoon canadene* The 
record of it* first discovery is found In the first 
volume of the Canadian Geologies] Survey, pub¬ 
lished under the directorship of Sir William Logan 
in lies, when It was thought td be a specie* of 
coral. It* importance lies in 1 ts being found n 
rock* that at that time were thought to be utterly 
devoid of life. Sir William Dswaon. though not 
the original discoverer, first described the sup¬ 
posed fossil and gave It Its name, which mean t 
"Canadian dawn-animal."

but concludes that the studies of microecopists 
and mineralogists show that the structures are all 
of inorganic origin and of an initiative character. 
One ef-«ttr recent write** on 4b* subject. Dr. 
Schuchert. says that Eoeoon le now regarded aa 
of organic origin and thought to be a calcareous 
or limy depoaiton. mode by marine plants, and not 
by animals. This will show my readers some of 
the difficulties that occasionally meet the foaall 
student. 

Sometimes even when thefe is no doubt about 
^he origin of a foaall. controversy arises about Its 
significance or. more precisely, about its relation 
to the deposit in which It la found. Thus foaell 
corals may be found In rook* younger than the 
period to whieh they belong, because in the 
process of erosion they have been broken off the 
parent rock and have come to rest In later sedi¬ 
ments. The same thing may happen to blocks of 
sheila. Thus loaaila of Cretaceous age may occur 
In sediments of late Tertiary, a putzling condition, 
but one of thoae riddles the geologist has to be 
always on tha watch for. Human remain# have 
been found in Britain and elsewhere under con¬ 
ditions that made It doubtful whether they Were 
of the same date as the stratum In which tbev 
lay or hod been interred in a grave dug from e 
higher horizon Where the soil differs little In 
character through many feet It le difficult if not 
impossible after the lapse, of centuries to distin¬ 
guish the filling-in from the surrounding soil.

T POINTED out s week or two ago the difference 
1 between objects coated with mineral substancft 
and those perMe*ted and altered by them.

I came across the 
story in The New Dominion Monthly for Novem¬ 
ber. 1007. published by John Dougall A Son of 
Montreal, who still are in business with their- 
weU-known Witness and other paper*. The article 
is taken from The athenaeum, evidently the Eng¬ 
lish journal. It contains an extract from a letter 
to The Quebec Mercury, dated April 17. 1840. and 
it is sent to The Athenaeum in confirmation of a 
wnmunlreiinn from. Professor Daniel Wilson to 
that journal. The following is the extract: 

“Passing through Berthier on the 31st of 
March. I paid a visit to the gentleman in whose 
house ft (the body) was deposited, and received 
from him every civility and explanation that time 
would allow The petrifaction, for such 1 must 
term It. is kept in a large chest made for the 
purpose, in a lower room of the house, under lock 
and key. On removing a fair linen cloth, one of 
the most extraordinary sight# present* Itself that 
_MtMIf cter came under notice. By a rare 
p r o c ess of nature a body committed to earth In 
the ordinary way some twanty years since (In the 
churchyard of the village) ins toad of crumbling 
into original dust, he# become the petrified image 
of the human form, which ones had being. Ufa 
and motion. The body which in life waa com¬ 
posed of both solid and empty part* la now en¬ 
tirely solid. haJfd. and seems to be completely 
stone as if quarried by mortal band. It baa the 
appearance of one of those ancient statue*, abraded 
by time and axposure, which are seen in niches on 
the outside of cathedrals in Europe. In color It 
la dark grey or nearly black. The nose end mouth 
are destroyed, and one of the feet. I think, 
waa gone. The trunk was perfect. Where the foot 
le broken it has every appearance of mutilated 
iMQgr* - x - - 

The writer who encloses this extract from The 
Mercury goes on: "The email stream, doubtless 
containing earthy particles, over which the coffin 
le supposed to have bean originally deposited In 
the soil, presented as I was Informed, a bubbling 
spring, the exit of which was not larger than the 
palm of the hand. On etther aide two bodice had 
been interred about the time of the burial lu 
question. All these have entirely disappeared, a 
fact which show* that the influence of the petri¬ 
fying spring ... did not extend beyond a narrow 
vein of the breadth or space occupied by the body 
which has suffered so extraordinary a change. . . . 
The body waa exhumed ln .gepmafag l—f, and lg 
as solid as when discovered*" Reference Is also 
made to a "fossil human skeleton of Quebec. A 
letter In the June number of The New Dominion 
Monthly for 1808 refers to this article and con¬ 
firms It. The writer aays that the petrified 
woman's name waa Mr*. Mott ice. I wonder if any 
{Of my readers know anything ot this or of tha 
Quebec "fossil."

<13ut Magnificent cMusical Talent Here Should Be Judiciously Used

r E VICTORIA Operatic society is to be con¬ 
gratulated on another definite stage success 
in Its production of "The Caliph of Bagdad" lost 
seek. Whether it met with a plenitude of box- 
jfflee receipts la another matter. From an attend - 
ince point of view there were ' thinning row*" of 
eat*, but this active and earnest body of people 
must not feel discouraged (If any disheartening 
'sues does exist). The fact of the matter le In re¬ 
rent weeks concert, dramatic and other antertaln- 
ments in the elty hare been over-abundant. In 
ill these there hae been a laudable but super- 
enthusiasm. The magnificent talent that abounds 
in the city, and their productive achievements, 
ire greater at present than their audiences. 

There hae also been considerable overlapping 
ot events, and well-arranged, well-rehearsed and 
worth-while performances have followed each 
other in too rapid succession. At time#—In one 
week there were no fewer than fiva major per¬ 
formance*—these became almost bewildering. 

In a cuy the *.t» of Victor.* it should not be 
difficult to find opportune dates for at *least the 
major programmed attractions, and aa season fol¬ 
lows season this la a matter that should be a con¬ 
siderate study. Some of there events have fortu¬ 
nately found favor and anticipations realised, but 
In many cases they have proven a struggle and an 
anxious effort to meet the necessary expenditures. 
That soma consideration has been given the ques¬ 
tion hae been wen In tlfe co-operation for a single 
concert of two of our chief choral organisations: 
also that one concert appearance only has been 
arranged by other organisation*. 

In the matter of pupils', studio and annual 
recitals there 1* no concern here. It Is the ques¬ 
tion of date# and not-too-cloaaly-fallowed arrange¬ 
ments for the future that ought to be considered 
in the copcert performance* of the city's larger 
. choral, instrumental and dranutlc^agfregations. 

INCIDENTS in LIFE’S HISTORY V. * 

H OW SOME Incident* in one's early life axe 
^ later vividly recalled ha* beep the experience 
of many people. The enjoyable visit of the Hun¬ 
garian violinist,.. Joseph 8zlge.ll. a* have other 
visiting violinists, has again recalled sn incident 
when the writer was present on one of the delight¬ 


ful evening* of the Promenade Concerts in Queen's 
Hall. A celebrated violinist had the aggravating 
misfortune to break no fawer than three strings 
during his aolo. A timely coincidence of this 
recollection la the visit to the city of Mr. York 
Bowen (one of the festival adjudicators), who was 
also present on that evening. No doubt this com¬ 
poser will recall tha Incident, aa It was the occa¬ 
sion of the first performance of his symphonic 
poem entitled "The Lament of Tasso." conducted 
by Mr. Henry J. Wood, who had not then received 
the honor of knighthood. 

The violinist waa Arturo Tibaldt. and the aolo 
Max Bruch's "Concerto in G Minor." The E string 
(wire strings were not then very mufh used, if at 
all), first on his own violin, followed by the break¬ 
ing of the K of the leader's violin, with whom be 
hod exchanged instruments, promptly changing 
Again with s net her player at one of the first 
desk*, who also was banded back hi* violin with a 
broken string. When the third member of the 
orchestra offered* hie instrument a suppressed 
titter ran through the audlenc*. No doubt the 
annoyance impaired TTbald!*# pitying, but his 
pluck m continuing the concerto appealed to those 
pr e s e n t, who at the cioee gave the soloist the 
heartiest applause. 

THE “OlTER ISLES** and song singing 
jMME v/rs when the Highland churches of 8cot- 
X lend .rowned upon secular music, especially 
PpMpIr ylng and singing of songs. Speaking gen¬ 
erally that time la past. Thar# is. however, in the 
Outer Isles still a prejudice against concerts, not 
40 much among the churches aa among the people. 
A d*' dc ago a small band of Gaalic artists visited 
some part* of the Hebrides, financed by a Oaellc 
•enthusiast who had a mansion in one of the dis¬ 
tricts visited. The owner was very popular and 
almost idolized by the native people, but very few 
of them would unbend from their religious pr.n- 
ciples and refrained from attending "his concerts.** 
In several other places the singers received little 
encouragement, although always treated with per¬ 
fect courtesy. On the mainland, on the other 
hand, ministers very o.ten take the,chair at Oaellc 
"ceilidhs," but even now a certain proportion of 
the people are still Inflexibly inclined, especially If 
the concert is held on a Saturday night.

OMCHEhT ■ MIMIC SELECTION! 

F IR SOME time the writer'* attention has been 
engaged in music selection by our orchestras. 
In these recently-formed bodies of player* of in¬ 
strument* there are many amateurs who am at 
the moment emerging from the chrysalis stage of 
their playing, others have just entered its process. 
All have enthusiasm for orchestral work They 
love playing together and are attracted by the 
sounds of the orchestra's different instrument*. 
They are on the threshold of their life's lnatruo 
mental accomplishment, and to them playing in 
the orchestra is a vastly important period of their 
musical existence. 

In almost every instance those who have passed 
the chrysalid progression are at least substantially 
equipped technically. If not klMgetber supplied 
with musician]y knowledge. Few experience only 
comes through the study of orchestral or sym¬ 
phonic works. It cannot be otherwise obtained. 


■ To expect a talented player of his instrument to 
understand and interpret the great thoughts of 
composer*, without aocne study of orchestral form, 
scope, compass arid color of instrument, phrase, 
climactic utterances when and how. and the very 
pictipe the atmosphere of the composition can be 
very well answered by the question can anything 
be proficiently obtained except by intense and 
much training? 

Has a master picture, or a beautifully-chiseled 
' piece of sculpture ever been got only by year* of 
study and application? The answer 1* obvious. 
Bo it must not be expected that the youth, many 
in their early teens, are to suddenly emerge Into 
a full-flown orchestral p la yer His work in this 
sphere is a gradual one. and it should be so 
shaped interestingly and considerately by those 
in authority. 

A CONSIDERATE . CONDlf*TOR 

H ERE ft becomes the consideration, the duty 
of the conductor, to see be selects bis music 
carefully, with full knowledge of the attainment* 
of those under his direction and baton, and that 
nothing la done to dampen the player's enthusi¬ 
asm. or to cause him (or her) to become sub¬ 
merged with difficulties or perplexing technical 
problems of reading or not knowing jjow to play 
his part. The conductor must select his muttr. 
apart from his desires or ambitions and according 
to the age and the capabilities of his individu al 
players. If this step Is not considered there ere 
sure to coma sooner or later discouragement and 
disaster. For. after all. have we not been taught 
to do "that little weir rather than fall In tha 
attempt at doing something beyond our attain¬ 
ments or the mesne at our disposal? 

And In music la It not a divine blessing to 
know that there I* something for each end every¬ 
one to play or to sing: the folk-song, the operatic; 
the sonatina, the sonata; the concertino, the con¬ 
certo; the lesser choral works rather than the 
massive choruses, the popular selection compared 
with the grgat overtures, and. lastly, the delightful

T fX INCLUSION of the famous Tartinl "Devil's 
Trill" in Bslgetl's exquisite programme a week 
ago has left a lasting impression. Many who were 
present have slnc« declared awe and wonder in 
Tan ini's skill aa composer and Ssigetl'a interpreta¬ 
tion aa soloist. It waa not the first time It has 
been played here in latter year*. Lao Chernlavaky. 
on« of the three distinguished brothers of that 
name played It about tan year* ago, and It la be¬ 
lieved Heifeu included it in hi* programme If 
Kubelik came to Victoria about the year 1003 be 
was almost certain to have played It; It waa in¬ 
cluded In almost every programme during hie tour 
of America and Canada at that time, an* he had 
than a peculiar uncanny manner of playing it 
The "Devil's Trill" Is one of the earliest pieces 
of true ‘‘programme music" written for the violin, 
and it is a composition so definitely explained by 
the composer that no violinist can fca in doubt aa 
to the interpretation it demand* Many violinists 
feel Its haunting beauty and pathos tremendously, 
and in thetr playing vividly picture Tartinl aa Be 
hoard Satan himself play it. The story has often, 
been told, but it remains ever fresh in the telling: 
One night the violinist Tartinl (1003-1770) 
dreamed that he had made a bargain for bis soul 
with Satan. Everything went according to hi* 
command, his every wish was anticipated. Be 
asked hie Satanic majesty to play. Seising bis 
violin the Devil began a sonata of beauty so ex¬ 
quisite that it surpassed tha boldest flight of 
imagination. Tartinl waa enraptured, transported, 
enchanted He awake trflh * start! Grasping his 
violin he tried to retain the sounds he bad heard 
in hi* dream. The result was so far below the 
dream that he would have destroyed his violin and 
given up music if twer* not for hie poverty. He 
wrote, however, what be could recall of the music 
of his dream and named It the "Devil'# Sonata. ’ 
now included la the repertoire of all great violin¬ 
ist*.

Arsenical poisons, and other stomach 
poisons, are the gardener’s safeguard 
againsv the insect hordes that eat and 
devour hla crops. Nicotine sulphate, 
of which there are several trade forms 
on the market, la the gardener’s safe¬ 
guard against tbc attacks of the suck¬ 
ing Insects. 

Lead arsenate, magnesium arsenate, 
and calcium arsenate . may be mixed 
with hydrated lime and dusted upon [ 
the plants. In the form' of a *pray 
lead arsenate is used at the rate of one 
ounce of the powder to three gallons of 
lime bps
